_ LESS SPIRITS IMPORTED. 

It is not anticipated that there will be an 
decline during the current financial year. It 
is interesting to note that while there was an 
increase in the yield of the Excise duty on 
spirits amounting to £46,029, the revenue ob- 
tained’ from the Customs duty on imported 
spirits is-down - £26,000. 

In the case beer, as in the case of 
spirits, I estimated in my last Budget state- 
ment that the revenue from the Excise duty 
would be the same in 1926-27 as it had been 
in 1925-26. I am glad to be able to say that 
the estimate was exceeded, and that the yield 
was up by no less than £124,000. In 1925-26 
the Excise revenue obtained from beer was 
abnormally low, because certain brewers de- 
cided during that year to reduce substantially 
their export reserves, with the result that, 
while drawback was paid “at the normal rate, 
there was @ period during which less beer 
than usual was brewed, and less duty paid. 
The resultant loss to the Exchequer was 
£250,000. 


£17,000,008 ON DRINK. 

A consumption in 1926-27, equal to the con- 
sumption in 1925-26, should accordingly have 
given an increase of £250,000 in revenue, pro- 
vided there had been no further decrease in 
brewers’ stocks. The figures, therefore, 
indicate that there has been a decrease in 
consumption of 25,000 standard barrels. as 
compared with the previous year, and certain 
other indications tend to show that the de- 
crease was actually somewhat greater, say, 
| 30,000 standard barrels.* Since the decrease 
in the year 1925-1026, as compared with the 
preceding year, ‘was 100,000 -barrels, it is 
evident that the rate of decrease has been 
growing less, and that the home consumption 
of beer is approaching stabilisation.

MOTOR CAR TAX. 
CAUSES OF SMALLER YIELD. 


The Customs duty on motor cars and motor 
bicycles yielded £251,000, or about £54,000 
less than last year. The decline was partly 
due to the fall in the value of cars and the 
slump in the French and Italian currencies. 
It was also due in part to the discrimination 
in favour of the home-made car shown in the 
new basis of road tax, and to the easing off 
of the brisk demand for cars which arose 
on the restoration of settled conditions. Re-

cent returns indicate, however,’ that there 
will be a substantial recovery in the current 
year. ~The duty “an wearing apparel yielded 
£79,000 more than in the previous year in 
spite of the fact that since the imposition 
of the tariff the number of persons a mg 
in the industry has risen by something like 
4,200, and is still increasing. There are clear 
indications that increasing home production 
will lead to a reduced return from this tax 
in the present year. - | 


OATMEAL TAX. 

Two new Customs duties were- imposed by 
last year’s Finance Act. That on oatmeal 
yielded £15,900 against. an estimate of 
£12,000. Outside millers in some cases have 
secured mills in the Saorstat and in others are 
making an effort by extensive adyertising to 
hold their market here in spite of the tariff. 
On the whole a decided fillip has been given 
to the oatmeal milling industry. 


WIRELESS TAX RETAINED. 

The tax on- wireless..apparatus was cal- 
culated to Ean £20,000. . The actual yield 
to the Exchequer was just over £19,000. The 
policy of the Government is to expend on 
additional stations and better pro mes 
all the revenue got out of ting, 


} whether in the way of Customs duties, licence 


fees, or fines “recovered from . defaulters. 
Proposals will shortly be submitted to the 
Dail for the erection of further stations, in- 
cluding a high power station, which will 
probably be situated at Athlone. 

The contemplated developments would not 
be possible if the income from the tax on 
imported apparatus were not forthcoming to 
supplement the revenue obtained from , 
payable by owners of receiving sets. It is 
not, consi that the general tax-payer 
should be required to pay for the improve- 
ment and extension of the broadcasting 
service, and it is not intended that hope of 
development should be abandoned. Accord- 
ingly, the excellent Customs duty on wireless 
apparatus at present in force will be con- 


tinued. 


BETS TAX. 


FOURFOLD INCREASE

THE ARMY. 
IMPORTANT CHANGE 


PROMISED. 


I have hitherto held that out of the total 
outlay on the Army .a.sum .of- £2,000,000 
should be rded as normal and recurrent 
and be paid out of-texation. In the estimates 
for the year 1923-4 the provision for the cost 
of the Army was something like £10,700,000. 

In the course of a statement on the financial 

psition made to the Dail in November, 1923, 

announced that in the following year the 
sum- provided -w ld -be brought down to 
£4,000,000. At that time the Army numbered 
over 35,000 men, and we still had a large 
number of internees, behind barbed wire. Some 
time later the Government decided that 
£4,000,000” must be regarded as double the 
amount that would in normal times be re- 

uired for the maintenance of the defence 
orces, and that we must work down to 
£2,000,000 as speedily as possible. The con- 
ditions that existed when that figure was 
fixed were still far from normal. e time 
bas now come when it may be reconsidered. 
A PRIMARY DUTY. 
I need hardly say that the Government re- 
the mainter 3ce of an éfficient defence 
‘force as one its. primary duties, aiid 
that it would give no countenance to 
the idea that the cost of the Army 
is .expenditure. which at any time may 
be arbitrarily cut down. We need 
a defence force to protect the State and the 
“oe from internal attack; we need a de- 
ence force to ensure, as far as possible, that 
our national rights will be respected by other 
States. That this is a small and compara- 
tively poor State does not affect the position, 

. we can only have a small army we can 
still have an army of strength proportionate 
to the wealth and territory to be defended. 
The state of international morality is not 
yet such that we can rely on our own national 
d behaviour to safeguard us. A country 
that will not provide for its own defénce 
according to its capacity is not likely to have 
its rights protected in a spirit of pure 
altruism by any other country. Heretofore 
our defence force has been simply a standing 
Army. It could, indeed, have taken no other 
form, But it has always been recognised 
that once the country had definitely reached 
rem a standing Army of ten to twelve 
thousand men would no longer be the 
ina or most suitable type of defence 
orte. 


A DIFFERENT TYPE AND SAVING OF 


. RR. 
The Government is of opinion that, im- 
mediately after the general election it will be 
possible. to. take in hand the task of 
gradually transforming our present Army 
into a different type of military machine. 
This opinion rests on the assumption 


that the electorate will give increased sup 
to parties which accept the Treaty and Con- 
stitution, and are prepared to work them. If 


that assumption proves to be justified it will 
become possible to save expenses by con- 
centrating troops into a smaller number of 
posts, to push on with the creation of an 
army reserve, and, within a short time, to 
create the nucleus of a territorial or militia 
force. 

In this way we may in a couple of years 
reach a ition in which the number of 
troops with the colours will be much smaller 
than at present, but in which many more men 
we have now be imm 
gan m 4 oe . mé. — “apt. for 
any tion en which may ut upon 
our Army in connection with costal, defence 
under Article 6 of the Treaty, it is believed 
that an efficient defence force, of which the 
standing troops would only be a part, could 
be maintained at a cost of not more than 


£1,500,000 annum. I propose. therefore, 
that we should no longer uae £2,000,000 as 


the normal of the present cost of the 
Army, but that the figure should be reduced 
by £500,000.

Last year I put the margin of over- 
estimation included in that part of the aggre- 
gate, which-had not been set aside to be 
covered by borrowing; at £650,000.

£23,181,103. is the figure upon which 
we must base our calculation. in regard to 
any adjustment of taxation. The whole sum 
will be spent during the year, and no part of 
it ought to be borrowed. 

THE REVENUE SIDE. 

I now turn to the revenue side. In the 
White Paper, as deputies will have noted, 
it ‘is estimated that taxation on its present 
basis will this year yield a sum of £20,765,000, 
while postal and other non-tax revenue is 
expected to bring in £3,685,000. The antici- 
pated income of the period is, therefore, 
£24,450,000. Portion of this sum, however, 
consists of receipts that for the purpose of 
comparison with the estimates of normal and 
recurrent expenditure cannot properly be 
taken into account. | 

Since we have deducted from the total on 
the expenditure side, items representin 
capital outlay or outlay that was abnorma 
and non-recurrent in character, we must also 
deduct Shes ree ma Fill similar 
items.

When this sum is compared with the total

DEBT CHARGES. 

Before considering how this surplus should 
be dis of, we must allow for the in- 
cr debt charges, due to borrowing for 
a ] expenditure, which will have to be 
borne this year. It is probable that these 
extra Se will absorb £150,000, On the 
other hand, it may be assumed that the 
Currency Bill will be passed by the Oireachtas 
without any amendments that would reduce 
the profit which will accrue to the Exchequer 
from the proposed new system of note issue. 
Of course, nothing like £250,000 can be ex- 
pected this year. But it is not unreasonable 
to leok for a profit ef £90,000 or £100,000 
before 3ist March next. 


_The pee. therefore, is that after pro- 
viding for increased debt charges, on the one 


hand, and allowing for a contribution from 

Curren ission on the other, the 
sum available for reduction of taxation. in 
the current financial year may be put in round 
figures at £550,000, leaving a small sum for 
contingencies. 


TWO RULES. 
PERMANENCE OF RELIEF. 


It may fairly be asked whether there is a 
good prospect that burdens removed this year 
will not have to be on sr next year. 
There are, I think, two rules which should 
be observed in deciding how an estimated 
surplus shall be applied: One is, that, 
as far as possible, taxation in any 
mir year should be adjusted to the 
nancial requirement of that year; the other 
1s that switch-back fluctuations in tax rates 
should be avoided, Accordingly, it is clear 
that, while we should certainly use the avail- 
able surplus to reduce taxation, we should, 
in deciding on the form that reduction will 
take, have regard to the prospects of next 
year and the following years. 

If it seems likely that shrinking yield or 
increasing liabilities will necessitate taxation 
next year at rates higher than will suffice for 
this year, then any relief that is now given 
should be in the shape of concessions, the 
entire cost of which will fall upon the 
Exchequer in the present year and will not 
recur. If, however, it seems probable that 
relief given this year can be continued, and 
even increased, next year, then we may now 
decide upon a measure of relief that will not 
onis absorb the surplus of this year, but will 
cost an additional sum in subsequent years.

NEED OF THE MOMENT. 


REDUCTION OF 1/- IN 
INCOME TAX. 


The need of the moment is for something 
to stimuiate enterprise, to promote a spirit 
of business confidence, and thereby to speed 
up production’ and increase employment. 
keliet from taxation should accordingly be 
given in the way that seems most likely to 
have a tonic effect on the economic lite of 
the Saorstat. After considering with all care 
the possibilities of the situation, we have 
decided that such relief as we are able to 
give will be most beneficial to the country at 
large if granted in fespect of income tax. 

We do not accept the extravagant argu- 
ments of those who advocate the abolition of 
income.-tax. We think that, efficiently ad- 
rr inistered, it is an eminently just tax. But 
we also believe that the rate at which it may 
be levied, without unduly slowing down the 
machinery of production, depends on the de- 
gree of economic advancement that has been 
attained. 

In a country like this, where, unfortunately, 
there are less business initiative and tenacity 
than would be desirable, a stimulus to de- 
velopment can be given by a. reduction 
in the rate of income tax which could 
not be given by any other form of relief. 
Strong social arguments can, of course, be 
advanced in favour of increased allowances 
of various kinds, but-a. lowering of the rate, 
through its general economic reactions, will 
give advantages to much greater numbers of 
people than could be reached by any change 
in the allowances. It may be hoped that a 
reduction in the income tax by fostering 
enterprise will help the unfortunate class who 
have no income. 

TWO POINTS. a 

Before passing away from this point, I 
should like to mention one or two subsidiary 
reasons which we saw in favour of giving 
relief to: the income-tax payer. I have 
already referred to the praiseworthy zeal and 
efficiency of our Revenue service. If the tax- 
payer, whatever his motive, úcw pays up 
better than he used to pay, there seems to 
be reason in the contention that he should 
be rewarded by a reduction in the rate. 

Again, any cause of complaint that the 
shareholders in Saorstat companies may have 
with regard to Corporation profits tax will, 
at all events, be lessened by a lowering of 
the income tax. 

A reduction. of the rate by 6d. would 
cost between £250,000 and £300,000 this 
year, and about £500,000 in a full 
year. On the other hand, while a reduction 
of 1s. would cost just about £550,000 this 
year, in subsequent years, according to the 
calculation which we have heretofore used, 
the cost would be somewhere about 
£1,000,000,. which. is more than we could 
afford to give up. 

I am, however; optimist enough. to belicve 
that the effect of a reduction of ls. in 
encouraging enterprise and in modifying that 
sense of grievance amongst taxpayers which 
impedes collection would result in a ós. rate 

ielding, ultimately, not £5,000,000, but 
23,100,000 or even £3,150,000 per annum.

NO CHANGE IN CODE. 

It is not proposed to make any general 
changes in the income tax code at present. 
The system we have inherited is undoubtedly 
much too complicated for this country, and 
some attention has been given to the ques- 
tion ‘of simplification. But the pressure on 
the Revenue Commissioners and their staffs 
has heretofore béen so heavy that it has not 
yet been possible to map out a scheme of 
reform. e matter will be kept in mind, 
and as soon as any experienced officials can 
be spared from urgent ctirrent work an 
effort will be made to carry out an investi- 
gation of the problems involved ; but it seems 
unlikely that any proposal can be submitted 
to the Dail for some years. |

The Executive Council is.satisfied.that the 
time has now come when such a survey can 
and must be begun. Accordingly, it is pro 
posed to set up a special committee of experi 
enced officials, taken partly from the Depart 
ment of Finance, ae 4 partly from other de- 

rtments, to examine the whole field of 

overnment expenditure, and recommend stch 
reductions as a to be possible. 
MINISTER AS CHAIRMAN. 

If it can be arranged, a Minister will act 
as Chairman. It may be that two or three 
Ministers will undertake to act in turn. It 
is intended that the Committee will be con- 
stituted forthwith, and that it shall keep 
steadily at work until the investigation is 
completed. : 

The Committee will have full authority 
from the Executive Council to require the 
attendance of all officials and the production 
of any information it considers necessary. 
The idea is that every item of recurrent ex- 
penditure should be put on trial. 

The pian I have outlined can lead to satis- 
factory results only if the widespread demand 
for ever-increasing State help activity is 
resisted for some time to come. If new 
burdens continue to be cast upon the State 
not only wili the positive results of the 
Committee’s labours be nullified, but the 
volume of current work will make it im- 
possible to spare continuously from their 
departments the officials of whom it is in- 
tended that the Committee should be com- 


posed. 
WHERE SAVINGS CAN BE EFFECTED. 

I am personally satisfied that economies will 
be shown to be possible in classes of ex- 
penditure that-have not been the subject of 
public. propaganda..at..all.  It.may prove 
that some of the activities we inherited from 
the British are unnecessary or too costly for 
the Saorstat.. In other cases it may be seen 
that British methods aimed at a standard of 
technical perfection which the Saorstat need 
not look for. 

It. would be wrong, however, to give the 
idea that enormous savings are possible. 
They are not. The standard of social ser- 
vices ought not to be further lowered, and 
cannot be further lowered so as to give true 
economy. The amount required for educa- 
tional services is bound to increase some- 
what. The economic conditions of the 
Western sea-board cannot be dealt with with- 
out expenditure. In certain other respects 
increases are inevitable. To find savings to 
meet these additional charges, and to provide 
the required margin will not be an easy task. 

CIVIL SERVICE. 

The popular idea that the cost of the Civil 
Service presents a practically unlimited field 
for economy is baseless, Civil Service pay 
constitutes a comparatively small part of the 
outlay of the State. The greater number of 
civil servants are employed in the Post Office, 
which is really a busines run by the State— 
a business that is steadily moving to the point 
of paying its own way. Its employees from 
the financial point of view are in a somewhat 
different position from other State officials. 
So far as the greater part of their pay is con- 
cerned, they are no more a charge on the 
taxpayer than railway engineers or tram 
conductors. Apart from the postal officials, 
the cost of the pay of the Civil Service is 
£2,777,777, or 11.2 per cent. of the total of 
the Central Fund payments, plus the votes 
exclusive of that for the Post Office. 

The figure I have given includes the 
salaries and wages not only of civil ser- 
vants in the ordinary sense of the term, but 
also of the Governor-General, judges, prison 
warders, Ministers, and charwomen. If we 
add the -Post Office figures we find that 
salaries and wages of the Civil Service 
amount to £4,565,277, or 16.6 per cent. of the 
State expenditure. 

In this connection, it should be remembered 
that a great deal has already been done by 
wav of retrenchment in the Civil Service, 
and that there is continuous revision. Staffs 
have been reviewed and numbers adjusted. 
Salary scales have been reduced in respect 
of new entrants and promoted officers. 
Annual leave and the subsistence rates of 
travelling officers have been cut down. The 
weekly Boe of work have been increased. 
SERVICES THAT MAY BE PARTIALLY 

SUSPENDED. 

Not much further can be done without the 
abandonment or restriction of services. I am 
satisfied that there are services that can at 
any rate be partially suspended without great 
loss to any section of the commanity.. But 
we can no more afford the reckless scrapping 
of services than we can afford reckless ex- 
penditure on them. We must seek for 


economy, but we must not forget that we- 


have an undeveloped country, and that our 
real hope is in development. 

Public money is the money of people who 
for the most part are poor and struggling ; 
we must spend it carefully and sparingly. 
But we must not spend it so sparingly that 
opportunities of national development are 
missed or national efficiency is lost instead 
of being increased. We believe that an 
inquiry such as is now proposed to be 
instituted will enable us to pursue a policy 
of retrenchment that will be at once sound 
and effective. We have, of course, pursued 
in the past such a policy, but the point has 
now been reached when more systematic 
methods are necessary if further progress is 


to be made.

THE. RESOLUTIONS. 
INCOME TAX REDUCTION. 


' The’ Minister then moved the following 
financial] resolution :— 


(1) That income tax shall be chery for 
the year beginning on‘ the 6th day of April, 
1927, at the rate of three shillings in the 


pound. 

(2) ‘That super-tax shall be charged for the 
yeat beginning on the 6th day of il, 1927, 
at the same rates as those at which it was 
charged for the year beginning on the 6th 
day of April, 1926. 

(3) That the several statutory and other 
provisions ‘which were in force during the 
year beginning on the 6th day of April, 1926 
in relation to income tax and super-tax sha 
have effect in relation to the income tax and 
super-tax to be charged as aforesaid for the 
year beginning on the 6th day of April, 1927. 

(4) It is hereby declared that it is expe- 
dient in the public interest that this resolution 
shall have statutory effect under 4he provisions 
of.‘the Provisional Collection. of Taxes “Act, 
1997 (No. 7.0f 1927). 


Mr. T. Johnson said that the number of 
people who would benefit by the relief of 
Income tax woul be very limited. The 
Minister had, in his Budget statement, 
adopted the usuel attitude that a Minister 
of Finance, or a Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
would adopt in »der to create a good im- 
pression. The Minister mentioned that the 
National Loan s‘ood at or around par, and 
that was an indication, that the country 
was in a state of prosperity. So far as one 
could gather from observation and from 
statistical returns, the reports of business 
houses, and the comments of agriculturalists, 
the National Loan was by no means a ro- 
flection of the prosperity of the country. 

“ APPALLING.” 

He was sorry that the Minister’s statement 
did not show appreciation for the necessity 
that there was on the part of the Govern- 
ment to remedy the very appalling state of 
things economically that they had all heard 
about and seen. The reduction of the income 
tax to 3s. would, no doubt, be received with 
satisfaction by a considerable number of 
people. He was not going to find fault with it, 
but he thought that it would have been much 
more. pleasing and beneficial if there had 
been some discrimination to ensure that the 
relief given would have been invested in pro- 
ductive industries, 

To speak of the reduction as a necessary 
stimulant to industry, he thought, was falla- 
cious, becattse the reduction would not find 
its way into productive enterprise. The 
economic fact would be that the shilling 
reduction would be spent on imported 
luxuries with very little economic effect. 

The chances were that the amount of 
stimulus given to industry by the reduction 
would be very small. Much greater benefit 
would have been achieved if there had been 
some discrimination. 

THE SURPLUS. 

It seemed to him very doubtful whether 
it was wise, and rather like a pre-election 
dodge, to make a paper appearance of á 
surplus. The Minister had founded his argu- 
ment upon that by saying they were going 
to think of the Army expenditure in normal 
times as half a million less than it was at 
present, and that they were going to consider 
that. half million as abnormal, and borrow it. 

He could not appreciate the argument of 
the Minister to take the Army estimate at 
£2,183,000, reduce it mentally by half a mil- 
lion, and say that they would borrow that 
sum because it was abnormal. He did not 
think that that would stand examinatiog by 
any financial expert; rather he suggested 
that the Minister for Finance wanted to put 
before the country a somewhat popular 
Budget. 

He would suggest, for the consideration of 
the Dail, that if the Army was going to be 
transformed—to be formed into a protective 
force to defend the integrity of the ¢ountry 
against external attack—there would be a 
considerable sum of money required for 
defence work, which meant not merely the 
maintenance of men, but expenditure of 
various kinds not contemplated in the 
£2,183,000 odd put down on the estimate. 

If there was to be protection against pos- 
sible external attack, then they would have 
to meet it out of current revenue, and the 
Government was not justified in borrowing 
£500,000 to meet the expenditure of the

STARVATION. 

He was sorry that the Minister had not 
given any hint or promise that he would 
provide for the clamant needs of hundreds 
ar ' thousands of people in various parts of 
the country. There were many people who 
would not be very pleased to know that 
income tax had been reduced while no 
definite steps had been taken to relieve them 
from the imminené peril of death by star- 
vation. 


RETRENCHMENT, 
Dealing with the setting up of a Com- 
mittee of Retrenchment, Mr. Johnson sug- 


gested that a more satisfactory form of 
economy might be achieved if the Minister 
were to consider the situation within the 
Civil Service. He might do that with a 
little more sympathy when dealing “with the 
demands of the Civil Service for the redress 
of their many grievances. 

He had reason to believe that there existed 
in the Civil Service at present a considerable 
amount of irritation and dissatisfaction, and 
that was not going to be relieved by com- 
mittees on economy, but by some more sym- 
pathetic consideration of the claims that 
were being put forward. 

The Minister had taken credit for the 
action of the Revenue Commissioners in 
being, so to speak, able to extract blood 
from a stone, He (the Deputy) thought it 
possible that the Minister might be doing 
more harm to the economic stability of the 
country by that very process than if he 
extended more leniency and consideration. to 
the individual who was called upon to pay 
taxes. He had seen notices given to work- 
men in receipt of less than £4 weekly that 
for a certain number of weeks they should 
have deducted from their wages a sum of

Mr. R. Wilson (Farmers) said that to the 
ordinary individual, living as but he could in 
those bad times, the Minister’s statement 
would not give very much satisfaction. The 
great bulk of the population did not pay 
income tax, not being in a position to do 
so, and to the poor people of the community 
the Budget was barren of results.

GENERAL HICKIE AND 
NATIONAL MEMORIAL.

There was a distinguished gathering in 
Ennis yesterday on the géin of the 
opening of the new British Legion Club 
by General Sir William Hickie, who re- 
ferred in the course of a speech to the 
National War Memorial scheme. He was 
met by a guard of honour of ex-Service 
men, wearing their medals, under com- 
mand of Major George Studdert, President 
of the Club. 

General Hickie addressed the assemblage 
later, and spoke of the wonderful work 
that the Legion could do. He said that. 
it was a thousand pities that more ex- 
Service men did not join it. They were 
particularly bad in Ireland and were 
laughed at, notably by the Press, because 
they were not able to have greater 
numbers in their ranks. 

THE WAR MEMORIAL. 

Having referred to the growth of the 
celebration of Commemoration Day in 
Dublin and the South of Ireland, General 
Hickie spoke of the proposed National 
War Memorial and the Merrion square 
scheme, which had not been held to be 
a good one, as they could not hold their 
annual celebration there. Feeling was so 


strong against it that at the annual meet- 


ing of the British Legion in February last 
a resolution was passed almost unani- 
mously deprecating the scheme and asking 
for something else. 

The Council at the present moment had 
taken very great offence at the attitude 
of some of them, notably himself, and the 
Council had proposed to return the whole 
of the money to the subscribers, and they 
were to have no memorial. 

My answer to that, General Hickie con- 
tinued, is a message that I received from 
Lord Kitchener in South Africa. Having 
told him of some difficulties about a job 
that we were told to do, he wired :— 
“T am aware of the difficulties, but I 
direct that these difficulties be over- 
come, That was a regular Kitchener 
telegram. Whatever the difficulties are, 
we have to put up a memorial, and one 
worthy of the men who fell; and so, I 
say, if the Council do not see théir way 
to carry it out, we will very gladly accept 
their resignations and set up another 
Council, which will erect a memorial and 
carry out our wishes. 

THE IRISH DIVISIONS. 

Continuing, he said that he would like 
to pay ~y tribute to the 10th and 36th 
Divisions} who did such gallant deeds in 
the warg especially the 10th Division, 
which had the hardest job of any of the 
Irish Divisions in Gallipoli; for they were 
called upon to face greater deeds than 
they were ever called upon to carry out 
in France. As regards ‘their great 
friends, the 36th (Ulster) Division, he had 
often been asked whether it was a 36th 
or a 16th man who first got into 
Wytschaete. He did not care a damn 
which; but whoever it was was an 
Irishman. (Cheers.) 

Lord Inchiquin. praised the fine new 
Club premises, and urged the necessity of 
discipline. : 

The proceedings closed with three cheers

In the evening General Hickie was 
entertained to dinner, and later a smoking 
concert was held in the Club rooms, which 
was attended by Legion officials from 
headquarters and many ex-officers, The 
concert closed with '“ God Save the King.”

SHIPBUILDING IN 
BELFAST. 


LAUNCH OF FRUIT-CARRYING 


STEAMER. 

Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co., Léd.. 
successfully launched from their South Yard 
another passenger and’ fruit-carrying steamer 
for the United Fruit Company of Boston 
yesterday. The leading dimensions of the 
vessel. the Iriona, are as follow: Length 
over all, 355 feet; breadth, 48 feet, and depth, 
ól feet 6 inches, with a gross tonnage of 
about 4,200 tons. 

The vessel is fitted with a bridge erection 
and large deckhouses amidships for the ac- 
commodation of first-class passengers. The 
passenger staterooms, twenty in number, are 
each arranged to accommodate two or three 
passengers. The culinary arrangements for 
the passengers and crew are of the most 
modern type. There are three ‘tween decks, 
forward and aft, which hold spaces specially 
arranged for the carriage of fruit. 

The propelling machinery; also built by 
Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co., Ltd., con- 
sists of one set of direct acting inverted four- 
cylinder triple expansion engines, surface 
condensing type, taking steam from four large 
cylindrica] multitubular boilers working under 
forced draught, and burning oil fuel.

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WELCOMED. - 


BELFAST, Thursday Night. 
Se reduction in income tax in the Free 

State has come as a great surprise to 
the business men in the North, as in it 
they see the promise of increasing 
prosperity for the South, with less over- 
head charges ; and it is felt here that the’ 
decrease in these items may make all the 
difference between success and failure. 
Great interest has been taken in the Free 
State Budget, and it has been discussed 
all over Belfast to-night. The Northern 
business community wishes the Free State 
well, and holds the view that Mr. Blythe 
has shown considerable courage and 
imagination in the bold step which he has 
taken for the relief of the taxpayer's 
burden. 


PRIME MINISTER'S DUTIES. 


One of the chief characteristics of a 
Prime Minister is that he should be the 
head of not one section only of the com- 
munity, but of all, and that he should be 
concerned with the welfare of the minority 
equally with that of the majority. It is 
essential that he should be free from pre- 
judice or bias one way or the other, and 
that he should hold the scales of fairplay 
evenly poised between men of different 
political colour. Fidelity to principle is, 
of course, absolutely necessary if one is 
to retain the respect of the people. It isa 
difficult réle to undertake, and, while Lord 
Craigavon does his best to win the confi- 
dence of all parties, he sometimes flaunts 
the orange rather ostentatiously over the 
green. In freshly-created States there is 
always the temptation to posture in 
grandiose fashion, and Northern Ireland 
is no exception to the rule, while the South 
also has its little eccentricities. The 
passage of time is required to bring tran- 
quillity’ and the sense of repose to a 
nation. 


POTENTIAL DISASTER. 


At a meeting at Six Road Ends on 
Monday the Prime Minister was welcomed 
specially as the Grand Master of Orange- 
mén in County Down, and he was assured 
that the brethren looked upon him as a 
brother and on@ who would always guard 
their rights—the rights of Ulster. No one 
could find any fault with that sentiment. 
It was natural and to be expected. The 
Premier, however, later on raised once 
more the bogey of a possible split in the 
Unionist ranks, and said that Ulster had 
no use for Socialists and Independents, the 
one representing as great a danger as the 
other. He assured the Roman Catholics 
of fair play, but said he could not help 
thinking what a disaster it would be if 
the ranks of the majority were broken 
into -sufficiently. to upset the balance. 
Now, no one has much to say in favour of 
Socialists and their policy, but the only 
fault—if fault it be—of the Independent 
Unionist members of the Northern Parlia- 
ment is that they do not see eye to eye 
with the official party. Colonel Woods, 
D.8.0., C,M.G., who is one of the ‘‘In- 
dependents,’’ defeated the official Unionist 
candidate by an enormous majority, and 
he is as sound for King and country as is 
Lord Craigavon himself; and so are most 
of his colleagues on” the Opposition 
benches. 


APPEAL FOR UNITY. 


At another meeting of the Orange Order 
on the same day the Prime Minister again 
made an appeal for unity in their ranks, 
so that, whatever might befal the land, 
they would never be driven into a Parlia- 
ment for all Ireland. He also said that 
the people of the North were better off 
than those in the South, but did not ex- 
plain his statement. The fear of dissen- 
sion appears to be always with the Pre- 
mier, and he is continually asking his 
adherents to be on their guard against it. 
““Our margin of safety is not so large as 
it looks,” he declared, “ and, although we 
are always fit, and always will be fit, to 
hold our own against our enemies, whether 
within or without, we can only do that 
with the same staunch loyalty with which 
our forefathers and leaders were filled.’’ 
The noble Viscount evidently sees danger 
where none exists. It is well, however, 
that the rank and file should be kept on 
the tenterhooks of anxiety and unrest—it 
is so much easier to handle them when 
their services are required. The Orange 
Order is a very great institution, fulfilling 
its mission with fidelity to its principles, 
but it should not be exploited to gratify 
the ambition of a select few. 


A BARBAROUS “SPORT.” 


The discredited ‘‘sport’’ of cock-fighting 
is still carried on in some parts of the 
country, notwithstanding its illegality, and 
mén with a queer twist in their mentality 
are still to be found who delight in that 
particularly barbarous form of cruelty. In 
the old days, it flourished to a great ex- 
tent, but was finally condemned by public 
opinion as being outside the pale of legiti- 
mate amusement. The police are ever on 
the watch, and an Easter event, arranged 
to be-held on the “ Three Islands,” situ- 
ated near the Antrim shore of Lough 
Neagh, about three miles from Toome- 
bridge, was frustrated by their vigilance. 
Preparations had been made for the 
“battles,” but with the arrival of a few 
members of the Constabulary, the crowd 
disappeared, leaving fifteen fighting birds 
behind them. A crowd on the mainland 
also considered discretion the better part 
of valour, and melted away into the dis- 
tance. It may be that many of those who 
attend these “ mains’’ do not derive any 
pleasure from seeing game birds tear each 
other asunder, but are attracted simply 
by the perversity of the Irish nature, 
which always finds an irresistible fascina- 
tion in doing something against the law. 


PRINCIPLE OR EXPEDIENCY ? 


The temperance question in the North 
is causing a good deal of trouble, both 
politically and morally. The party who 
are pledged for local option in 1929, to be 
followed by prohibition, have received a 
tremendous set-back by the Premier’s 
statement that during his time in office 
there will be no further temperance legis. 
lation of an extensive nature. Many of 
them are now ‘‘ hedging,’’ while most ot 
the extremists are keeping silent; for the 
issue is knit, and there can be no compro- 
mise. At a meeting in connection with

those of the North, while another, who 
imagines he knows all about the intricacies 
of the law, accused the Premier of raising 
a discredited bogey when he said that a 
Nationalist Parliament could merge the 
North into the South. A tempestuous 
“storm in a teacup”’ is brewing, but 
Viscount Craigavon pursues his placid 
way, imperturbable, unbending, knowing 
that he has the great mass of the people 
behind him. - ' 


A GRIEVANCE REMEDIED. 


For some time past the Nationalist 


, Party has waged a bitter war against the 


Selection Board which. chose male clerks 
from successful candidates for the Civil 
Service of Northern Ireland. Questions 
were asked in Parliament, and a particu- 
lar case was cited where a brilliant student 
had been turned down by the Board for no 
apparent reason. Favougitism in selection 
was alleged, anc certai the system by 
which appointinents were made might have 
been better and more free from suspicion ; 
yet probably they did their best according 
to their lights. The current issue of 
the Belfast Gazette, the Government 
official organ, announces some important 
alterations in the method of appointment, 
the Selection Board being abolished, but 
it is to be replaced by an interview, for 
which 800 marks are allotted. There is 
nothing perfect in this world, but the 
Northern Government in this matter has 
remedied a reasonable grievance. The in- 
terview itself seems to be a natural pre- 
caution: no one in private business would 
make an appointment to his staff without 
first finding out if the applicant was pre- 
sentable. 


THE LAW COURTS. 


The Northern Law Courts were re-opened 
with great pomp and ceremony after 
the Easter vacation. Purely formal busi- 
ness was done. Lord Chief Justice Moore 
held his. customary levée for members of 
the Bar and officials and any other mem- 
bers of the legal profession who cared to 
attend; and a meeting of the Benchers of 
the Inn of Court of Northern Ireland was 
subsequently held; followed by the usual 
meeting of His Majesty’s judges. The list 
of cases for the session is a big one, and 
the judges have a busy time before them. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


A red-letter day in the history of the 
Belfast Chamber of Commerce occurred 
this week, when the names of four dis- 
tinguished personages were added to its 
roll of life members. The compliment was 
well deserved. Lady Pirrie’s many charit- 
able and philanthropic deeds are widely 
known, and her letter of thanks to the 
Chamber is characteristic of the gracious 
lady who has done so much for Belfast. 
She and her late husband founded the 
Royal Victoria Hospital, a noble pile of 
buildings of which any city might well be 
proud, while im the shipbuilding ndustry 
she has always taken a notable part, and 
is at present President of. Messrs, Harland 
and Wolff, Ltd. The other life members, 
Mr. F. L. Heyn, J.P.; the Right Hon. 
H. M. Pollock, D.L., M.P. and Mr. David 
McKee, Hon. Treasurer of the Chamber, 
are prominent figures in the world of com- 
merce, and“eminently worthy of the honour 
conferred upon. them. 


LORD LONDONDERRY. 


Education in Northern Ireland owes 
much to the Marquis of Londonderry, and 
his name will always be remembered with 
gratitude in that regard. He worked un- 
ceasingly for a broad comprehensive 
measure, and met with strong opposition 
in unexpected quarters. Finally, he laid 
down the reins of his high office as 
Minister of Education, the claims of his 
coal mines and other estates in England 
demanding his personal attention. Duriny 
the coal strike he exercised a vast influence 
for a fair settlement, and it is noteworthy 
that he has always treated his own work- 
men with generosity. Probably he would 
like to be at home again in Mount Stewart. 
Speaking at the Chamber of Commerce 
meeting Lord Londonderry said that hé 
might have occupied a post on the other 
side of the ‘water, but, said his lord- 
ship, “I feel that when my own 
people made a call on me my -duty 
and pleasure is to be with them.” 
He added that they were a family party 
in Ulster, and that had always been their 
strength. It is well known that Viscount 
Craigavon parted from the noble Marquis 
with regret, and will welcome him back 
to the Northern fold as one of their most 
trusted leaders. 


UNSELFISH DEVOTION. 


The world would be a happier place if 
there were more men in it like the Right 
Hon. J. Milne Barbour, D.L., Minister 
of Commerce for Northern Ireland. Mr. 
Barbour is one of the hardest-worked of 
the Northern Cabinet. He is approach- 
able and friendly, and is always willing 
to help anyone in need of his assistance. 
He has also a keen sense of humour with 
which he occasionally &enlivens his 
speeches. Best of all, however, he is a 
true patriot, and serves his country to the 
best of his ability, free of charge. In the 
estimate for the year there is a blank 
opposite the name of Mr. Barbour, which 
shows that the Minister has again refused 
to accept his salary of £2,000. His 
example is worthy of emulation by wealthy 
men, though, of course, every person is 
worthy of his hire.

The Free State Budget. 


Mr. Ernest Blythe’s fourth Budget, 
which he introduced in Dáil Hireann yes- 
terday, ought to please every section of the 
community; for it is thoroughly sound. 
Its advantages are two-fold. In the first 
place, the Minister has reduced the. income 
tax by the substantial amount of one 
shilling in the pound, lowering the 
standard rate from four to three shillings ; 
and, in the next placeghe has refrained 
from the imposition of any new taxes. 
Mr. Blythe, very wisely, has realised 
that, by taking. a shilling off the income 
tax, he has dome more to benefit the 
country at large than he could have done 
by any amount of piecemeal relief. He 
reckons that this concession will cost the 
Exchequer £550,000 during the present 
year, and, on ordinary methods of calcula- 
tion, about. 21,000,000 in a full year. In 
view of the great stimulus which will be 
given to trade, however, he expresses the 
hope that the lower tax rate will yield a 
higher revenue, and consequently that, 
instead of losing, the Exchequer actually 
may gain in the long-run. We agree 
entirely with this point of view. The lower 
income tax will give an immediate impetus 
to every branch of economic activity .in the 
country: It will reduce the cost of living 
and, consequently, production costs of all 
kinds ; it will increase employment, and 
finally it will induce citizens of wealth and 
substance who have left the Free State to 
return to their native land. By his con- 
centration of relief into this one measure, 
Mr. Blythe has shown admirable judg- 
ment. For the first time since its estab- 
lishment the Free State now will be the 
envy of its neighbours. 

The reduction of income tax will absorb 
virtually all Mr. Blythe’s surplus for the 
current year. By the f“- "ing of, roughly, 
£3,500,000 in. the shape of non-recurrent 
outgoings, the estimated expenditure. has 
been brought down to a net figure of 
£23,181,103, while the estimated revenue 
is £23,809,200. The prospective surplus, 
therefore, is £628,097, which must be 
reduced by provision for additional debt 
charges to about £550,000—the sum that 
is being devoted to tax reduction. This 
surplus could not have. been provided if 
Mr. Blythe had not decided to make an 
important change in the Army estimates. 
Hitherto the sum of £2,000,000 has been 
regarded as the basic cost of the Free 
State Army; anything. in excess of this 
figure has been funded as “ abnormal” 
expenditure. Mr.: Blythe announced yes- 
terday, however, that the Government 
proposed, immediately after the general 
election, to begin to transform the Army 
from a standing establishment into a 
Territorial Force, with a National Reserve. 
This process will occupy some time, but 
the Minister believes that the cost of the 
Army can be reduced considerably, and, 
therefore, has taken £500,000 off the basic 
estimate, fixing it. at £1,500,000 instead 
of £2,000,000. In this way the estimated 
loss on income tax has been balanced. 
Apart from the economies which it 
involves, the proposed change in the 
machinery of the Free State defence force 
will be welcomed. Under the new system

Names is Of Ships. 


Names have a weighty meaning in the 
world of ships. We can allot any of the 
great liners to its proper company by ‘the 
beginning or ending of its name; and. we 
admire the ingenuity with which the 
Cunard Company has ransacked raphy 
‘for resounding names that end in “ia.” 
In the British Navy nomenclature is not 
merely a matter of identity or convenience ; 
it has the significance of ritual. Names 
‘that won their first glory in ancient sea- 
fights pass from old ships to new, and 
always the latest Agamemnon or 
Bellerophon is spurred to finer emprise by. 
the accumulated legacy of honour. Thus. 
the Admiralty, in its recent decision to 
give names to its new submarines, instead 
of mere numbers, pays a high compliment 
to the latest branch of the service. 
“O 1,” just completed at Chatham, will 
be known as the Oberon—a name that 
came into the Navy. in the year of 
Trafalgar.. Other submarines of the 1926- 
27 programme will be the Odin, the 
Olympus, the Orpheus, the Osiris, the 
Oswald and the Otus. . Only three of these 
names are familiar to the Royal Navy. 
Osiris was introduced during the late war ; 
Odin came into the service in 1807, through 
the capture of a Danish vessel, and the 
first Orpheus, a 32-gun frigate, was, built 
in. 1772.. Otus was the son of Neptune, 
and the name not‘only is appropriate: to a 
warship, but illustrates a system of 
classical nomenclature. -Following this 
system, Dr. Palmer, F., T.C.D., once sug- 
‘gested a name for a colt of famous 
pedigree; and the great scholar. was 
mightily proud when Favonius:-won the 
Derby.

The follow- 
ing year he was dangerously wounded in the 
Sudan, and in the South African War he was 
mentioned in despatches and gained the 
Queen’s Medal with three. clasps. He com- 
manded the Meerut Cavalry Brigade fram 
1908 to 1912, and was Delhi Herald of Arms 
Extraordinary for the occasion of the Corona- 
tion Durbar of 1911. He was in command of 
the 2nd Mounted Division at Gallipoli (1915, 
being twice mentioned in despatches), and of 
the Western Frontier Force in the expedition 
against the Senussi, when he received the 
special thanks of the Admiralty in connection 
with the rescue of the shipwrecked British 
risoners of H.M.S. Tara. He commanded 
he 40th Division in France and Flanders from 
1918 to 1919, and the United Provinces Dis- 
trict and órd Indian Division Meerut, 1920 
to 1922, 
General Sir George Kirkpatrick has been 
Genera] Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Western

Japan a Crisis. 


The financial crisis in Japan and its 
possible effect in this country are much 
iscussed in the City, where it is feared 
that some important interests here may 
suffer from the failure of Mme. Yona 
Suzuki, formerly the richest woman in 
the world. The’ debts of her many 
companies are estimated at something like 
fifty ‘million pounds sterling, and there 
is likely to bea total loss of fifteen million 
pounds for her creditors to face. The 
ere creditor is the Bank of Formosa. 
ut other banks are seriously involved. 
and their credit will be shaken both at 
home and abroad. It is rumoured in the 
City to-day that a number of banks in 
Japan will try to save the situation, but 
much will depend upon the formation of 
the new Japanese Government. The sys. 
pension of the fifteenth bank to-day, how- 
ever, is regarded as ominous; for its 
failure will affect forty of the leading 
industrial concerns in Japan and many dA 
the richest people in the country.. Several 
yang failures were reported during the 
ay. 


The Susuki Failure. 


These bank failures follow, of course, 
upon the Suzuki suspension, which was 
indirectly caused by the shortening of 
credit in Japan consequent upon the 
policy -of deflation adopted with a view 
to restoring the gold standard. With a 
restriction in the currency, financiers and 
traders alike had difficulty in continuing 
their business, and the interests of the 
Suzuki firm, with such immense ramifica- 
tions, suffered more than others. Once 
the firm was affected, a great number of 
institutions mainly dependent upon its 
activities were seriously affected, and 
these included a number of small loca! 
banks. It is these banks which are now 
closing their doors. 


Shanghai. 

There is little news of importance to 
day from Shanghai, where the situation 
seems to be unchanged; but it is stated 
in authoritative quarters here to-day that 
the conditions in Nanking show no sign 
of improvement since Genera] Chiang Kai- 
shek set up his own Government there 
Buildings belonging to foreigners are stil! 
being looted, and gradually will be en- 
tirely destroyed. The British authorities, 
however, are hoping that General Chiang 
Kai-shek, in view of his record at 
Shanghai, will endeavour to restore order 
in Nanking. It also is reported that 
conditions at Hankow are much quicter. 


Free State Fisheries.

It is expected that the oficuls 
will be able to give some evidence of an 
interesting character. 


The Trades Union Bill. 


_ The Conservative headquarters have 
issued a budget of information for the 
electorate regarding the Trades Union 
Bill, and this is to be looked upon as the 
opening of a great campaign in the country 
to enlist support for the proposed measure. 
It has been decided that the Socialist 
campaign against the bill must be coun- 
tered, and to this end a number of Cabinet 
Ministers will address meetings at im- 
portant centres, while scores of Conserva- 
tive members of Parliament are arranging 
meetings in their constituencies. It. is 
claimed by the Socialists that Clause 4 of 
the bill is designed with the view to kill 
the trade unions; but all that it really 
does is to make clear that no trade 
unionist need subscribe to the political 
fund of his union. If he wishes to do so, 
he fills in a form stating that he desires 
to contribute. This clause, as a-matter 
of fact, deals with the crying injustice of 
Laberal or Conservative members of a 
union being compelled to contribute to 4 
political fund invariably used for Socialist 
purposes.

MR. HUGO FLYNN. 

“ Broadly speaking, it is the Budget of a 
Chancellor to whom the result of this 
year’s general election is more important 
than the future of Ireland,” declared Mr. 

Flynn, director of a number of 
limited companies in Cork, when inter- 
viewed last night on Mr. Blythe's pro- 
posals. 

“The Minister of Finance declared him- 

self in favour of giving relief in taxation 
in a manner which will stimulate industry 
and promote a spirit of business confi- 
dence, and thereby speed up production 
and increase employment, but,” added 
Mr. Flynn, “ he has ignored the fact that 
£100 invested in industry in Ireland is 
worth, on aniverage, seven times more to 
fhis country than the same amount in- 
vested in first-class outside security such 
as British War Loan. The one investment 
stimulates production, employs labour, 
and creates wealth in Ireland, and the 
other in some foreign country; and, un- 
fortunately, the Budget treats both invest- 
ments in one way.”’ 
Asked his opinion on the income tax 
reduction, Mr. Flynn said that the taxa- 
tion relief proposed, if restricted to exist- 
ing Irish productions, would radically 
alter the present conditions, but a general 
shilling reduction would not have that 
effect.

TO TRADE. ACCIDENT AVERTED} 


BY SIGNALMAN. 


The prompt action of a signalman, who 
jumped on to the footplate of the London- 
Stranraer boat train express, prevented 
a serious accident on the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish main line yesterday. 
The train left Euston as usual in the 
morning, and all went well until it had 
reached Annan, Dumiries-shire. There 
the driver and fireman dismounted to 
inspect a broken coupling, and while they 
were so engaged the engine and front 
mail van became disconnected in some 
way, so far unexplained, and, breaking 
away, proceeded unattended along the 
line about seven miles. 


SIGNALMAN’S JUMP. 


The driver at once got into congmunica- 
tion with the next signal box, and in- 
formed the man on duty there of what had 
occurred. Some time later the signal- 
man observed the runaway coming along 
and he ran to the station. As the 
engine steamed in, he jumped on the 
footplate and brought it to 2 stand-still 
at a point where it was nearing the 
down grade into Dumfries. 

The express was delayed over an hour 
at Annan. No damage was done beyond 
the broken coupling, and the train was 
taken on to Stranraer by an engine 
brought from Duinfries. “The 'boat for 
Belfast had been held up in the mean- 
time. 


SIGNALMAN’S STORY. 


William Brown, the signalman, when 
interviewed last night, said that he was 
off duty when he received the telephone 
message from Annan, eight miles away, 
that the engine of “ Paddy,’’ as the Irish 
mail is called, had gone off without any- 
one on board and: with a postal van 
attached. It was pitch dark at the time, 
but the cabin lights at Ruthwell illumi- 
nated the main line. Brown waited 
patiently, not knowing whether the task 
thus assigned to him would be a dangerous 
or impossible one. The supply of steam 
was failing, and when the engine appeared 
it was moving at a slow rate. He had 
no difficulty in jumping on the engine 
and pulling the lever which shut off the 
steam, and so bringing it to a stand-still.

SHOCKING AOCIDENT 
AT RECEPTION. © 


FOUR AIRMEN KILLED. 


-“ 


A shocking accident marked the arrival 
of the Duke and Duchess of York in 
Melbourne yesterday. Two aeroplanes 
collided and fell in flames to the earth, 
killing their four occupants. 

The Duke and Duchess arrived on board 


enormous crowds with enthusiasm. .There 
was, too, an imposing display of the armed 
forces of the Commonwealth. 

Forty aeroplanes of the Australian Air 
Force flew overhead and carried out evolu- 
tions of various kinds. Some surprise 
was expressed that they should have been 
allowed to fly so low and so daringly over 
vast masses of people. 

ROYAL VISITORS HORRIFIED. 

Just as the Royal. procession: was enter- 
ing the grounds of the Federal .Govern- 
ment House, two of the forty aeroplanes 
collided in mid-air and crashed half a 
mile away. The aeroplanes fell on a 
garage, just clear of the crowd, a still 
worse catastrophe being only just averted. 
The garage and the machines together 
burst into flames, and the four airmen 
met terrible deaths, 

This tragedy was seen by tens of 
thousands of persons, whose cheers sud- 
denly died away and changed to groans 
of ‘horror as the aeroplanes, which were 
only a few hundred feet in the air, 
collided with a tremendous and sickening 
impact. 

Their Royal Highnesses did not see the 
accident, but on his arrival at Govern- 
ment House the Duke immediately . sent 
two members of his Staff to the scene to 
make special inquiries. The Duke and 
Duchess were horrified when the sad news 
was brought back. 

DUKE’S MESSAGE. 

The Duke at once sent a message to Sir 
Neville House expressing the horror of 
the Duchess and himself at the disaster 
and sympathising with the stricken 
relatives, 

Flight-Lieutenant Dines, one of the four 
victims, was the son of Mr. H. R. Dines, 
for many years manager of the London 
and County Bank at Dartford. Mr. Dines 
now lives in retirement at Chandlersford, 
near Southampton, and he had arranged 
to go out to Australia this year. to see 
his son. Flight-Lieutenant Dines, who 
was 50 years of age, was a member of the 
Dartford Grammar School O.T.C. at the 
outbreak of war in August, 1914; and en- 
listed in the West Kent Yeomanry. In 
the following year he was gazetted second 
lieutenant in the 10th (London) Regiment 
and served in Gallipoli. In 1916 he 
transferred-to the Royal Flying Corps, in 
which he served as observer and as pilot 
in Egypt and on the Western front. He 
was twice wounded.

CASE AGAINST MH. FORD A 
“ MISTRIAL.”’ 


DETROLT, Thursday. 

The million dollar libe] suit which was 
brought against Mr. Henry Ford by Mr. 
Aaron Spairo, a Chicago lawyer, on ac- 
count of a series of articles alleged to be 
anti-Jewish in nature, which appeared in 
Mr. Ford’s weekly paper, The Dearborn 
Independent, was to-day declared a mistrial. 
This action followed a statement in a local 
paper that one of the jurors, a woman, de- 
nied that she had been offered a bribe. 
The jury: consisted of six men and six 
women, none of whom was member of the 
Ku Klux Klan, or connected with the Jewish 
race. 
The judge has instructed the District At- 
torney to institute a thorough investigation 
of the circumstances of an interview with 
the woman juror. 
The case has been marked by sensational 
incidents. Mr, Sapiro, the plaintiff, was in 
the witness stand daily for a fortnight, and 
Mr. Ford would also have been called as 
a witness, but his recent accident necessi- 
tated the postponement of his evidence. 
Then, only a couple of days ago, Senator 
Reed, the defendant’s principal counsel, was 
taken ill with severe pains in the abdomen, 
and to-day he had to be taken to Mr. Ford's 
hospital for diagnosis and treatment.—

Commenting editorially upon the reduction 
of the Bank rate from five to four and a half 
per cent,, The Times observes :—The_ reduc- 


the liquidation of the big debt contracted 
during the war of the Bank of France to 
the Bank: of England, and it is not unreason- 
able to suppose that the disposal of this 
financial legacy of the war is a contributory 
cause Of the lowering of the Bank’s rate. 
Both institutions. are to be congratulated 
upon the liquidation of this transaction in 
advance of the time provided for under the 
agreement of 1923. Commercial credits to an 
amount exceeding £70,000,000 were granted 
by the Bank of England during 1916 and 
1917. Provision was made for the repayment 
of these advances by instalments, the final 
sum beitig payable in 1923. In chat year the 
amount outstanding was £55,000,000, and, as 
repayment would have been inconvenient to 
the Bank of France at that date, Mr. Norman, 
the Governor of tlhe Bank of England, 
agreed to extend the period of © re- 
payment fer - ten years. The - xe- 
payment of the loan is to be welcomed, 
because it is another step towards the liquida- 
tion of France’s war liabilities, which is an 
essential part of the’problem of her monetary 
stabilisation. 

One of the advantages of the reduction of 
the Bank rate is that it will help to restore 
the attractions of London as an international 
monetary centre. The high rate which has 
prevailed in London has driven business away 
to places hke Amsterdam, which have en- 
joyed a lower discount rate than this country. 
It has also caused Continental banks and 
others to employ their funds in English bills 
and securities, because of the higher rate that 
cculd be earned here. The resultant intlow 
of foreign money, while of some benefit, is 
not so advantageous to this country as money 
which comes here in payment for exports. The 
reduction of the Bank rate does not mean 
that we can at present satisfy all the foreign 
borrowers who need capital, because, for 
various reasons, our full productive power is 
not being used. Our available foreign 
balance is not so large as it was before the 
war, and for some time to come the American 
market must remain the principal source ' of 
supply of capital for foreign borrowers,

‘HUNDREDS STRANDED IN 


ENGLAND. 


The Liverpool Correspondent. of The 
Times states :—Under the impression that 
employment prospects were good, hundreds 
of Irishmen have recently been coming over 
to England. _ Now hundreds of them have 
been ‘disillisionised, and in Liverpool alone 
scores of them are destitute. Many had come 
over in the ‘hope of getting work on the 
construction: of the new road tunnel under- 
neath the Mersey, or in making new roads 
and building houses. 

Miss Ryan, Secretary of the’ Catholic Aid 
Society, states that nearly every day «three 
or four men and women are asking for help 
to get back to Ireland. Women have been 
attracted over, too, in the hope of getting 
situations as parlourmaids, and there have 
even been married couples who have sold up 
their homes and emigrated to England. Many 
of the men have come over as stowaways, 
with practically no money at all. 


GREAT FIRE IN JAPAN.

MEXICAN BANDIT 
OUTRAGE.

ALLEGATIONS AGAINST 
ARCHBISHOP. 


From “ Tae Times'’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 

The crime committed by Mexican revolu- 
tionaries, or bandits, on Tuesday night, when, 
after derailing a train bound for Mexico 
City, they slaughtered the passengers, is 
almost unparalleled. The assailants num- 
bered 500 to 1,000, and the train, 
which came from Guadalajara, was 
derailed near Limon, in the State of 
Jalisco. After killing the entire military 
guard of two officers and 50 men, they 
slaughtered or wounded about 200 passengers. 

Members of the band first went through 
several carriages shooting ‘and stabbing at 
random ; then locked the doors, poured petrol 
on the cars, and set fire to them. Those who 
tried to escape were ruthlessly shot down. 
A few passengers got away unharmed, among 
them being Senor Don Eduardo Mestre. a 
prominent lawyer friend of the former Presi- 
dent Obregon; Senor Don Elias De Lima, 
Director of the Bank of Mexico, and Dr. 
Castelum, head of the Federal Board of 
Health. 
Senora de Leon, eldest daughter of Senor 
Obregon, who was “travelling with 
he: husband, Colonel Ponce de 
Leon, is reported dead or injured, 
They were members of a large party which 
had been. spending Holy Week in Guada- 
lajara. 

AN ACCUSATION. 

General Alvarez, Chief of Staff to Presi- 
dent Calles, in a statement issued last night, 
directly accused the Mexican Episcopate of 
the crime. He quoted a despatch from 
General Carrillo, in Yurecuaro, who sent 
troops to Barca when the Guadalajara train 
failed to arrive on Tuesday night. The 
troops, reached Barca at midnight. ‘‘ On our 
arrival,” said the dispatch, “the bandits, 
headed by priests Vega, Pedroza and 
Angulo, with a lawyer named Loza, a Com- 
missioner for the League of Religious Liberty, 
and a bandit, nicknamed ‘‘ Number Four- 
teen,” were then fleeing to the hills.” 
General Carillo described tho bandits’ 
attacks on the cars, and continued: “We 
could still hear the cries of the wounded, 
We tried to save them, but it was impossible;

“THE SCHEME. 


Mr. P. McGilligan, Minister of Industry 
and Commerce in the Free State, addressed 
a meeting of representatives of the com- 
mercial and professional community last 
night ie the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson 
street,- Dublin, on “Electricity Distribu- 
tion and the Shannon Scheme.” 

He said that under ore'.arv conditions 
in 1929 there would be a demand for about 
75,000,000 units, and they could sell it at 
a price which would in every case be under 
the generation cost of different localities 
throughout the country. Recalling that 
the Dublin City electricity scheme when 
promoted was vigorously opposed by the 
commercial magnates of the day, he said 
that the commercial magnates did not 
seem to have changed much since 1890, 
Mr. P. Rowan presided at the meeting. 


THE ELECTRICITY BILL. 
——+ 
OBJECTS OF THE SCHEME, 


Mr. McGilligan sad that with regard 
to the bill which he was putting through 
the Oireachtas, and which had been so 
much maligned and exaggerated, it- was 
merely a logical following vut of the Act 
which had been voted two years ago by 
the Oireachtas. The aim and object of 
the scheme was to provide the inhabitants 
of this country with a cheap and plentiful 
supply of electricity. The scheme pro- 
jected by the German firm did, in fact, 
ensure a plentiful supply of electricity. 
The scheme, even under partial develop- 
ment, would give a supply that was likely 
to be bought up at a cheap rate which 
would make the scheme itself self-support- 
ing; 1t would give a supply the consump- 
tion of which at a particularly cheap rate 
would give a return which would leave 
the taxpayers under no liability for the 
money put into the scheme. (Hear, hear.) 
There was little doubt that there would 
be a demand for electricity which would 
be sold at a rate which would bring in a 
revenue that would make the scheme a 
success. They were going to see that that 
was done. 

It was estimated that by the year 1929 
the consumption of electricity from the 
Shannon power would amount to 110 
million units, as against 45 or 46 millions 
in the year 1925. Under ordinary condi- 
tions in 1929 there would be a demand for 
about 75 million units, and they could 
sell that at a price which would n every 
case be under the present generative cost 
to different localities through the country. 
Any question of failure could almost be 
ruled out at the present moment. (Hear, 
hear.) The difference be®ween making the 
Shannon scheme a success and a failure 
depended upon how far the 79 million 
units could be brought up to 110 million 
units. : And to get that he believed that 
the proposals that he had made were 
necessary. The scheme was projected to 
bring current to towns and villages of 500 
inhabitants and upwards. Of these towns 
and villages there were 225, with a total 
population of 1,040,000. 


THE UNDERTAKERS. 

There were at present five companies 
acting for gain not under statutory 
authority. These were Cork, Queenstown, 
Galway, Killarney, and Castlebar, and 
they served a population of 109,000 people. 
There were fifteen other undertakers which 
served 502,000 people, and outside these 
were a number of unauthorised under- 
takers, variously placed at 250 or 500; 
but the real estimate that he had to 
deal with was 90, and that number could 
be reduced to 68 if he cut out those whose 
electricity supply was their own primary 
concern—for instance, the supply to a 
man's mill. 

There were outside all these, roughly 
speaking, 250,000 houses which had no 
electricity. There was to be put before 
these people in an attractive way the pos- 
sibility of their using electricity, so that 
to assume the consumption in 1929 could 
be brought from “75 million units up to 
110 million units at the lowest price the 


Shannon scheme would be a paying ccn- 
cern. 


COUNTRY’S LIFE BLOOD. 

Power, Mr. McGilligan declared, was re- 
garded in most countries as being the life- 
blood of a country. He did not suppose 
that there was another country in the world 
where they would find business men meeting 
to protest against a project which had as its 
aim the lowering of the .price of power. It 
was almost impossible to conceive that such 
a thing could happen, but it had happened 
in this country; but the Government was 
not going to hand over the life-blood of the 
country to an outside body that could destroy 
the industries of the country, or give pre 
ference to some of them. 

Mr. McGilligan explained that the Govern- 
ment proposed to compensate a 
absorbed by the Shannon scheme, and pro: 
ceeded to speak of unauthorised undertakings. 
He could not get any information about them, 
he said, because the people running them 
simply told nim to mind his own business. 
They were not hound to answer questions; 
they refused to answer them, and if they 
felt a bit insecure about the future they 
were partly responsible themselves. Mum- 
cipal undertakings were _ fifteen in 
number. The biggest and most power- 
ful were.in Dublin and the townships. 
Just as the Corporation was taken over by 
the Commissioners, the power station in 
Dublin would be taken over by the Central 
Board. Anything due on the Dublin under- 
taking would be paid by the board, and the 
ratepayers would be at no loss. 


CHANGING THE TRUSTEES. 


If the decisions of the Greater Dublin Coin- 
mission were put into effect, and if they took 
over the electricity undertakings in the city 
and in Rathmines and Pembroke, the Greater 
Dublin Commission would pay nothing to 
the Dublin Commissioners or to the Rath- 
mines or Pembroke Councils. It would be 
merely a transfer of administration, and there 
was nothing unjust in changing trustees. The 
transformer station in County Dublin would 
supply three times the amount of current 
that the Pigeon House Station could supply, 
and the’ Dublin consumer was guaranteed 
the same price that he was paying at pre- 
sent,
